A* for New 
Mexican soil, it is certain thnt the terri¬ 
torial officers, with the assurance they 
have received from the federal govern¬ 
ment of the fullest measure o? support 
in their effort*, first to prevent the fight 
coming off thereon, and *<*cond to secure 
the punishment of all participants, if it 
1 * pulled off. regardless of where they 
inny seek refuge In the United States, 
are now fully aide to meet any move¬ 
ment of the fighters. In Texas, also, 
the way seem* to lu* closed against the 
sports by the active, step* taken by Gov. 
Culbertson, who ha* assembled the Tex 
n* Rangers near the sc.-oe of the ren 
(taffvou*. ami it moreover report**! here 
that some surprising developments may 
Is* looked for In that state that will dis¬ 
comfit tin* pugilists. In reference to tin* 
current rumor that an uftempt will Is* 
mode to pull off the fight mi noun* of the 
islands of the Rio Grande, or other 
lands which cannot now be o'Tnrafcl.v 
said to be in eithei Mexico or Tcxa*. if 
Is said here that if in such case the 
Mexican official* see fit to nssnine juris¬ 
diction over any such tract for the pre¬ 
vention of nn net b violation of the 
law* of both the United State* nud 
Mexico, our government will not Is* dis¬ 
posed to make any point against them.

He had l*een blind for three yearn 
preceding hi* death. For five yean*

fect on Bly’n brain, and ho became ti 
curiosity to the pby aids us. wbaj| waited 
bis death, which they could do nothiug 
to prevent, with interest. 

When Bly'* nkuli wtt* opentn) by the 
surgeon u tumor ucurly the size of a 
billiard ball was discovered, situated so 
a* to demoralise the entire sight centre 
The entire brain, with the exception of 
a thiu shell composed of tougher ain- 
ew*. had l»eeii •i.-stroye.i. When tlie 
surgeon's knife touched the shell it col¬ 
lapsed.—New York Journal.
